DEATH BCD SCEUC. 


The secretary lay in one of a suite of 


rooms on the ground floor of the John- 
son annex of the Arlington hotel. At 
his bedside were Mrs. Gresham, his de- 
voted wife; his daughter, Mrs. F. E. 
Andrews, of Chicago, his son-in-law, 
Mr. Andrews; the nurses and three 
physicians. 
Mr. Gresham was con- 


scious almost the entire evening. Many 
times he inquired for his sou, Otto, who 
was on the way from Chicago, It waa 
discovered about 9 o'clock that Otto 
was on the Pennsylvania limited, due 
to reach Altoona, Pa., at midnight. A 
special was arranged to bring him to 
Washington, and he reached here at 
5 a. m. 


The anxious watchers at the bedside 


about 9:30 saw the giant frame of the 
secretary convulsed by a severe chill. 
He sank rapidly, but the chill passed 
away and he recovered slightly, then 
dozed for a few minutes. 
At 10:20, 


the three doctors despairing of all 
further effort, retired from the bed- 
chamber and s»t in the next room. By 
midnight the members of the secre- 
tary's family who had been excluded 
earlier in the evening from fear that 
their presence might arouse the appre- 
hension of the dying man, were ad- 
mitted, for it vraa plain that he clearly 
realized his condition and desired to 
spend his last moments with his loved 
ones. ;He had been conscious and even 
conversed calmly with those about 
him, but as the midnight hour drew 
nigh, the waning forces of life were no 
longer equal to the effort, and he sank 
into silence. 


All hope of recovery had been practi- 


cally abandoned at 6 o'clock last even- 


ing. 
He fully appreciated his condi- 


tion, and spoke words of hope and 
cheer to the stricken wife and daugh- 
ter. He spoke, too, of his absent eon, 
and Private Secretary Landis, whom he 
loved as a son, and who, like his son, 
was speeding to his bedside all too late. 
Mrs. Gresham Bat at the bed smoothing 
the fevered 
brow, and occasionally 


reading to him from the Bible passages 
which he loved. Gradually his eyes 
glazed and closed, but Mrs. Gresham, 
with noble and heroic fortitude, con- 
tinued to read the words of the Gospel 
to Her departing husband. At 1:15 
o'clock the breathing ceased, a peace- 
ful shadow passed over tne pale coun- 
tenance, the pulse flickered, and the 
sorrowing family were'in the presence 
of death. 


PREPARATIONS I'OK THE FUNERAL, 


The remains of Mr. Gresham have 


been embalmed and will be committed 
to the casket tonight. The present 
purpose? of the family are to have the 
funeral take place in Chicago, and a 
train will leave Washington tomorrow. 
A special train will be provided, one 
oar. to bear the remains and smother for 
Mrs. Gresham and her immediate rela- 
tives. Mi. Otto Gresham, son of the 
secretary, arrived at 6:30 o'clock this 
morning by special train front Harris* 
burg. He was met at the station by 
Assistant Postmaster General Jones, 
who is a near personal friend of the 
family, who informed him that the end 
had come. He was prepared for the 


and cablegrams of condolence came 
during the morning. There was a con- 
stant stream of callers at the door of 
the annex to the Arlington, fronting 
upon Lafayette square, whence Secre- 
tary Gresham had been accustomed to 
issue about 10 o'clock in the morning 
to walk across the park to the depart. 
ment of state. A knot of crepe hangs 
from the door boll this morning and 
across the square were to be seen the 
flags of the white house, treasury, state, 
war and navy departments half masted. 
Fronting the same square and hardly a 
hundred yards distant a theatre was 
building on the sight of the historic 
mansion where the lire of James G. 
Elaine had ended soon after his resig- 
nation from the premiership of the pre- 
ceding administration. 


THE PRESIDENT AND WIPE C'AM.R 


The President and Mrs. Cleveland 


called at 11 o'clock to see the members 
of Secretary Greaham's family and to 
tender their sympathy. They drove 
over from the white houce in an open 
carriage with no attendants, but the 
driver on the box 
The president 


assisted Mrs. Cleveland to alight and 
they were ushered into the family's 
private apartments. Attorney General 
Olney, and Secretaries Lament and 
Herbert arrived about the same time 
to confer about arrangements for the 
funeral. Nothing had then been de- 
termined except that the burial would 
be in Chicago, Mr. Dunbar, a well 
known local sculptor, came to the hotel 
to take a oast of the dead secretary's 
face, but there was some hesitation 
over giving the necessary permission 
until the wishes of Mrs. Gresham in 
the matter should be known, so he de- 
ferred his request until a later time.

WASHINGTON, Jfay 28,—Funeral serv- 


ices over the remains of the late Secre- 
tary Gresham will be conducted in the 
east room of the white house tomorrow 
at 10 o'clock. All the executive de- 
partments will be closed on that day 
under an executive order. 


THE NEWS REACHES HIS MOTHER 


NEW ALBANY, Ind , May 28.—" Walt 


IB dead. My poor boy is dead," was the 
exclamation of Mrs. Sarah Rumley, 
mother of Walter Q Gresham, when 
word was conveyed to her of her son's 
critical illness. About 8 o'clock last 
night a telegram was received in this 
oity from the secretary of war, Daniel 
Lament, stating that Secretary Gres- 
ham could not survive the night, and 
requesting that his mother be notified. 
Mrs. Eumley lives at Lanesville, Hani- 
Bon county. The hamlet has no rail- 
road or telegraphic 
communication 


with the outside world, and messengers 
were secured to convey the sad news to 
the aged mother. They reached the 
old homestead about 10 o'clock and 
were met by Mrs. Eumley, who instant- 
ly understood the purpose of their 
errand, before they could speak to reas- 
sure her. "Walt is dead. My poor boy 
is dead," moned the mother, wringing 
her hands and weeping bitterly in her 
intense agony and grief. The messen- 
gers informed her of the critical illness 
of her son, and thus afforded her slight 
comfort by conveying the information 
that her son was not yet dead. The 
messengers returned to New Albany, 
and upon receipt of the news of the 
secretary's death another messenger 
was despatched to Lanesville. Mrs. 
Eumley will not receive the news of 
her eon's death until this afternoon.

proclamation:

The president in making this distress- 
ing announcement to his fellow coun- 
taymen speaks from the depths of a 
personal affliction to remind them that 
they too have lost a pure and able pub- 
lic servant, a wise and pitriotic guar- 
dian of all their rights and interests, a 
manly and loyal American and a gener- 
ous and lovable man. As a suitable 
expression of national bereavement, 1 
direct '.hat the diplomatic representa- 
tives of the United States in all foreign 
countries display the flags over their 
embassies and legations at half mast 
for ten days, that for a like period the 
flag of the United States be displayed 
at half mast at all forts and military 
posts, and at all naval stations and on 
all vessels of the United States. I 
further order that on the day ol the 
funeral, the executive departments in 
the city of Washington be closed, and 
that on all public buildings throughout 
the United States the national flag be 
displayed at half mast.

WASHINGTON, May 28 —2 P. M.—The 


main details of the funeral services 
were decided upon at a meeting of the 
cabinet the morning. At the .conclus- 
ion of the meeting Secretary Lamont 
made a brief statement of the funeral 
arrangements. 
The remains of the 


secretary will be taken from the Arling- 
ton hotel to the executive mansion to- 
morrow and placed in the east room, 
where funeral services will be held at 
10 o'clock. This will be conducted by 
Bishop Hurst, of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church.

IT, 1833, was the year of his father's 
birth, and it was so engraved, although 
the biographies give it an 1832. 


SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 


Secretary Gresham was born March 


1", 1833, on a farm near Lanesville, 
Harrison county, Indiana, When two 
years of age his father, then sheriff 'of 
the county, was killed while attempt- 
ing an arrest. 


The widow with her' six children 


struggled along. Young Walter did 
his share of the work, in the summer 
working on the farm, while in the 
winter he attended the district school.' 
In this way he passed eighteen years, 
bis mother managing to give him one 
year at the seminary at Corydon. He 
then taught school, with a salary of $8 a 
month and board, and saving his money 
so earned spent a year at the state uni- 
versity at Bloomington. He returned 
to Corydon and worked with the coun-. 
ty clerk at $1 a day, passing his leisure 
hours studying law. After three years 
of such work Judge Greaham was ad- 
mitted to practice, and entered into 
partnership with Thomas E. Slaughter, 
afterward a circuit judge. 


Ic 1860 he was elected to the legisUr 


ture from Harrison county, was chair- 
man of the military committee, and 
most active in aiding the legion law, 
which enabled Governor Morton to 
rush troops to the front. Giesham had 
organized a company of home guards 
and led them into the service, being 
first captain and then lieutenant col 
onel- He became colonel of the Fifty- 
third Indiana in December, 18B1, and 
joined General Grant at Savannah. 
Be was made brigadier general for 
good work before Vicksburg. 
"When 


before Atlanta, July 20, 1864,' General 
Gresbam was disabled, a minie ball 
breaking his leg below the knee as he 
was leading a charge. This was the last 
of his service. 


The war over, General Gresham re- 


turned to his profession, forming a law 
partnership at New Albany, Ind. 
He 


was an unsuccessful candidate for con- 
gress in 1866, and in 1366-8 was finan- 
cial agent for the state of New York 
When Grant became president, he waa 
appointed by him United States dis- 
trict judge for Indiana. In 1880 came 
the memorable fight for United States 
senatorship between General Gresham 
and General Harrison, in which the 
former was unsuccess'ul. 
When Post- 


master General Howe died in April, 
1883, Gresham, then holding court at 
Evansville, nas tendered a cabinet po- 
sition by telegraph and accepted. Near 
the close of President Arthur's term, 
on the death of Secretary Folger, he 
was appointed secretary of the treasury, 
a position he held until October, 18S4 
President Arthur, who had taken him 
from the bench, had the satisfaction of 
restoring him to the bench at the close 
of service by appointing him to succeed 
Judge Drummond. 


In 188S Judge Qresham waa made a 


prominent candidate for the republi- 
can nomination for the presidency at 
the 
Chicago 
convention, 
Judge 


Grosham openly dissented from the 
McKinley law, and in 1892, after the 
nomination of Cleveland by the demo- 
crats, he renounced allegiance to the 
republican party and advocated Cleve- 
land's election. After Cleveland waa 
elected in February, 1893, he tendered 
him the position of secretary of state

It has been a side show at several 
republican national conventions and it 
lad a trial heat two years ago when ex- 
Governor Foraker was defeated by a 
few votes before the legislature for sen- 
ator. Sinca that time no opposition 
las developed to Foraker for the next 
republican chance for senator but other 
complications have arisen 


A new legislature ia elected with 


every new governor and Ohio elects 
members of the legislature next No- 
vember as well as a governor. When 
Sherman beat Foraker two vears ago, 
;he former had the support o^Govtrnor 
MoKinley's state administration as well 
as the federal administration and it is 
claimed that this support was the de- 
ciding element in that bitter contest 
The Foraker element do not disguise 
the fact that they want control of the 
state administration this time and they 
favor General Bushnell while Judge 
Nash is considered the administration 
candidate. 


Senator Sherman is generally con- 


sidered ae favorable to McKinley for 
president. It is thought that he will 
head the Ohio delegation to the next 
republican national convention and 
that he would like to assist in selecting 
his associates for that occasion. Fora- 
ker will no doubt also be a delegate-at- 
large and if the factional fighting 
should continue through 1895, it would 
result in Sherman and Foraker leading 
divisions of the Ohio delegation at the 
next national convention. 


The next senatorial caucus will be 


held in January, just after McKinley 
retires as governor, and a few months 
afterward the Ohio delegation will be 
selected to the next national republi- 
can convention. 
The active supporters 


of Governor McKinley are just as 
anxious to have the next governor and 
other state officers friendly to their 
man as are the Foraker men. 
They 


feel that if the next state administra- 
tion should be opposed to McKiuley 
the state patronage and power could 
prevent him or any one from getting 
such district delegates and delegates at 
large to the next national convention 
as would stand faithfully by the cham- 
pion of protection. 


While the question of endorsing
